— Toe working plans prepared last year are 
to be given effect to ns soon as I be working season commences. 

PnoTKCTioN or Forests. — It is satisfactory to note that the Criminal Tribes 
and the Gra‘<sins, livinir near and in the Forests, contitiued to behave 
well. There was a marked decrease in the offences ns com pare 1 with 
those for the eorrespondiug period of last year, and the number of 
cattle impounded for illicit grazing was comparativelv smaller. 

Si'EvlCUtiTUun. — As there was good rainfall, all sorts, of seedlings sprouted np in 
' abundance, and sowing w.as also pretty successful. 

E.VPLOITATION. — There was a slight fall in the quantity of major produce 
attributable to the fact that the period under report does not cover the 
working months of the year. The sale of fuel at Ahmodabad con- 
tinued to be steady. But there was a marked decrease in the 8.ales of 
minor produce, bamboo and grass. 

Financial Results. — The department worked at a net profit of Rs. 9,354 out 
of which Rs. G60 were paid as compensation. The increase which is 
due to cuhnneed sale of fuel at Ahmedabad and Jodhpur depots is 
sntisfaetory. 

CKKRAL Ki:)tARKS. — Tho gardens were also placed under the supervision of 
Forest Department. Owing to fairly sufficient rains, improvements 
arc being carried on in arboricultural operations and gardens.

INTRO DUOTIOX. 

(1) The forests yielded a net surplus of Rb- 9,354 as against Sa-S, 235 
in the 6 months of 1905, the increase being due to the enhanced sales of fuel 
botli nt Ahmedabnd and Jodhpur depots. 

(2) The famine concessions that were granted last year, continued fall 
the rains set in. 

(3) A strip of land averaging 200‘ in width was reserved on both 
sides of the Jodhpur Railway from Luni to Barmcr for the preservation and 
improvement of the wood, ns also growth of grass (Fuel and Fodder Reserves). 
Sowings of Ehejra (Prosopis spicigera) were also made in the area below and 
around Sardnr Samand. 

(4) The state gardens at Mandorc, Bnlsamand, Lalsagar, Ratanada 
Palace, Rai-ka-bagh, Tnkhatsagar, Soorsngar and Pawto were added to the 
charge

(15) Tlie protection from fire was satisfactory. There were 3 occur- 
rences which burnt C60 acres, or ‘.3 per cent of the area, 2,14,707 acres, over which 
protection was attempted. The co-,t came to 0-7 -4 per square mile. One fire 
crossed over from Serolii forests, while the other two originated inside the Mar- 
war forests.

(a) Major Forest produce 

(20) The forests are so far worked under “ Permit system " which in 
most forests will however be replaced by “ Coppice with standard ” next cold 
season, when the working Plans are carried into effect. 

(b) Minor forest produce. 

(21) It is generally leased out and has been let out this year. Salar 
(Boswellia thurifera) gum is being collected dep.irtinentally by way of experi- 
ment and the results will be given later on. Grazing is permitted under passes 
issued at the close of the rainy season, holding good till the rains come round. 

(B) Aarenoy of exploitation. 

ca) Departmental asonoy. 

(22) The people around the State forests are mostly agriculturnl and 
poor classes unused to buying standing timber ; the State agency has thus 
always to be employed. 

The total quantity of major produce extracted by departmental agency 
during the prevent period came to 4,567 eft. of timber, and 2,97,185 eft, of fuel 
ns against 6,674 eft. of timber and 2,23,264 eft. of fuel in the. 6 months last 
year. The period under report does not include the working months of the 
year, and hence the fall in timber. 

The sale of fuel at Ahmedabnd continued to be steady and thus afforded 
opp<^rtunities for more fiie-wood being extracted. In addition, minor produce to 
the value of lle-1,993 as against 3,487 in the 6 months lost year was exploited 
departmcntally. 

Sales of bamboos and grass were meagre ns compared with the last j'car, 
and hcuce the fall. 

On the whole, departmental operations brought in a sum of lls-36207-9-G 
which represents 89 • 7 p. c. of the gross revenue.

The quantity o£ timber nnd fuel evploite 1 by them during tlie present 
pci iod is calciilnted to be OjOflil eft. and I5,0'i‘-1 cEt. respectively ns against 
12,26 1 eft. oC timber nnd 1,79,701 eft oE Eiwl in t'le 6 months last year. The 
period under report consisted of only 3 working months, the other 3 months 
being r.ainy season when the forests were closed ; hence the decrease. 

The revenue collected from the sale of bnmboos nnd other minor 
produce cninc to IltsSl nnd R- .336 respectively as against Bs. 386 and Rs. 1,034 
in the 6 months In^t year. 

(c) Rights and Pplvllcgcs. 

(21) The rights nnd privilcucs in the State forests take the shape 
mostly of n retluetion in the forc-t fee. 2,486 c. ft. of timber and 70,852 c. ft of 
fuel as ngni list 6,968 and 's2,2.‘U) c. ft. respectively in the 0 months last ye.ar were 
removed by Ibe riglu-holdcs. Tlie minor produce removed nt rodneed rates 
or free is estimated nt Its .337 ns ndainst Rs. 2,21 1 in tlie 6 montlis Inst y&ir. 
The right-hohieis me ino-tly ngriculniral people who-e demand both for timber 
and fuel is tlie greatest when the rabi openitions are taken in hand. The 
r.ibi opcr.itioiis do tut fall within the pcriol; hence less quantity was remov- 
ed by tliem.

(30) The present period’s revenue from major produce amounting 
to Rs. 31,414-6-3 or 77 ‘9 per cent of the total, showsaninoreaaeof Bs. 15,518-2-9 
over tlie 6 months of 1905. 

(SI) Coming to tlie considenition of the agency of exploitation, it is 
seen that 95 per cent of the revenue from major and minor produce was obtained 
through State agency. Sales from minor produce including bamboos, gracing and 
fodder grass &o. yielded a total revenue of Bs. '7i4'39- 7-6, showing an increase 
of Es. 237-3-0 as compared with that for the 6 months of 1905. This, sura 
represents 19'5 per cent of the total revenue of the present period. I he 
miscellaneous revenue which amounts to 3*6 per cent of the total revenue shows 
an increase of Rs. 475 over the figures for 6 months last year. 

The total expenditure for the present period amounted to Rs. 30,988 4-9, 
showing an increase of Rs, 12,121-7-3 over the C months last year; it was chiefly 
due to the extension of fuel works. 79 per cent of the total expenditure was 
incurred on extension, constitution, improvement, protection and exploitation; 
while the establishment charges amounted to 2l per cent of tlie whole. 

The expenditure of the present period represents 76*81 per cent of 
the gross revenue, tlie proportion of the net to gross being 24*19 per cent

The Hakims of Desnri, Bali, and Sojat continued to 
help the Forest staff as before, for wliioh thanks .ire due to them. 

(35) The conduct of the foresters. Head guards, and gunids was good 
enough, hardly calling for any adverse comment.
